Were we to hear that the Rhine had ceased 
to flow northward, or that the Alps had shed 
their snow, or that Vesuvius had subsided: into 
a lake, we could hardly be more taken aback 
than at the! jubilant articles which have appeared 


in the Victoria papers respecting the trial trip of 


the Gold Escort, the result of which we noticed 
in our last impression. 

But we think a close scrutiny must lead to the 
conviction/that this great flourish of trampets is 
all assumed for the purpose of concealing their 
chagrin at what they know to be ignominious 
failure. Indeed we happen to know through 


‘private and reliable sources that the general feel- 
ing in Victoria upon the result of the first trip 


of the Escort being known. was that of gloomy 
disappointment. And if we look at the facts and 
figures of the case how could it possibly be other- 
wise? Lopk at the* columns’ upon columns 
which appeared in the papers during the winter 
and spring respecting the tons upon tons of gold 
hoarded ‘up ii-Curiboo awaiting an Eseort to 
bring it down for profitable investment in Victo- 
ria, two hundred thousand dollars’ of which, at 
the very lowest estimate, was certain, according 
to theirshowing; to come down by the very first 
trip. j 
We wrote a good deal npon the subject too, 


protesting against the organization of any such 
scheme at the expense of this Colony, and stat- 


| will hardly bear close investigation. It is true 
hey came down in tolorably quick time, but not 
so quick by two days, we have reason to believe, 
as they claim to have done, and not so quick as 
the Express has frequently done by three or four 
days. The statement that they arrived in ad- 
vance of the Express which left Cariboo four 
days before they did, we are inclined to doubt, 
as we see no reason why 16 days should be occa- 
pied in accomplishing a journey usually made in 
about half that time. There is, however, one 
little incident connected with the downward trip 
of the Escort which is deserving of notice, On 
arriving at _Donglas'they embarked in an Indian 
eanoe for this city, crossing Harrison Lake, a 
sheet of water 30 miles across, and subject to 
sudden and frequene storms of such a character as 
| even to delay ‘our river steamers. In this they 
have certainly eclipsed either Express companies 
or private individuals in foolhardy adventure. 
No Express company would think of taking |so 
terrible a risk, no individual. would dream (of 
such a thing ; and we opine the owners of the 
$40,000 would hardly thank the Escort for do- 
ing) so inconsiderate a thing. 

It seems very obvious from the whole affair 
that a desperate attempt was made to come down 
with the greatest possible speed, ia order, if pos- 
sible, to atone in some measure for all the delay 
and bungling displayed on the way up, in doing 
which they used ap their horses and exposed the 
treasure to danger which no responsible party 
would think of doing. The fact is, Government 
was induced by misrepresentations and lics ito 
start it, and now it is souglit to be perpetuated 
by similar means.
